In cash on their gross cash m- 
oeipts and to give to each purchaser 
for cash a tsn-csnt trading stamp with 
each |1 purchase. These stamps col- 
Iscted from any of the stores having ^ 
ths monopdiy were redeemable at the 
Dominion 'lading HtamF Company 
stores. This compsny had a store In 
every city of any slse throughout Can¬ 
ada. These stores wert> fully equipped 
with the best of furniture, cutlery and 
glassware, purchasable only with their 
stamps. 

This monopoly soon had Its telling 
effect on the other itores. nnd I think 
I am safe In saying that there was not \ 

one store in Victoria whj^ could shoV, 
a profit 'at the end of three years dur* 

Ing the time that this condition es- 
isted. ‘ _ 

The stores Having the stanlpe hadio - 
charge more for their go<»ds. but gave 
their profits to the trading stamp com¬ 
pany. and the stores having no stamps ' ^ 

were forced to fight this menace to 
business with Its own weapon. 

The writer with some others formsd 
what was known gs the Hrltish Co¬ 
lumbia leading Btsmp Company. We 
let any and every store have our 
stamps and redeenYed them with bet¬ 
ter articles than did the iKuninlrm 
Trading Htamp Company, and very 
aooo put our opponents out of busi¬ 
ness. This was the object f<ir which 
we started. This accomplished, we im¬ 
mediately applied lo the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment asking for leglshitlon that 
would protect the merchant for all 
time against a re p e tltlun of th»e un¬ 
fair mode of competition. 

In conclusion, sir. and In answer to 
the criticism of the police boerd In the 
morning paper. I wish to remind the 
board ttiat t am quite capable of 
moulding and firing my own shot., and 
If they will see that the laws are en¬ 
forced. especially this law tliat has 
coat some of the old-timers dearly to 
gel, there will be little need for me or 
anyone else to fire shot at them.
